Claims 1-16 are allowable over the prior art of record. None of the prior art 
references directed to transfer printing involve printing onto a perforated 
membrane, especially one having an opaque light-reflective surface and a light- 
absorbing surface. As mentioned by Applicant, the prior art does not recognize the 
problem which Applicant solves, i.e., eliminating the presence of ink in side walls 
of the holes of a perforated material. Further, one of the references, Hill, actually 
teaches away from transfer printing on perforated material by teaching that 
spraying was used on perforated material.
